tion up to date is as follow s: 
President Fiatchford of the United 
Mine Work ers of America says that 
the last straw was brok en at the con- ^ 
fereuce: that the operators cannot do 
anythmg but giv e in to their em ployes; 
that the strik e will be k ept up uutiil 
the wages demanded, 69 cents per ton, 
19 paid. 
The official statem ent of the oper- 
ilors IS a diplom atic supplem ent to the 
irrik e. It is intended to giv e a whole 
lot of information, but few facts can 
be found in any of the paragraphs. 
It 
tells of the m eeting and its sad ending, 
and predicts that the mines can be run 
without further parleying. 
The conference ended in failure. 
The miners’ officials w'ould not recede 
from their original position to settle by 
a rbitra tio n and to start the mines at 
the t)H-ceut rate. 
The operators offered 
to div ide the difference betw’een the 54 
and ou-i ent rates, m ak ing the price at 
wnich the mines should be started 
61*2 
put.s. but this was rejected, and then 
ad.litional propositions were made. One 
wa .'to Sturt the miiie.s w ithout fixiiM 
any price for ::o days, and then pay tin* 
ra te agreed upon by a board of arbi­ 
trators. 
This wa." also refused by the m iners’ 
representativ es, as they said they had 
been fooled too often to trust the oper­ 
ators again. 
They declined to work 
for a month, giv ing the operators the 
output for that length of tim e w ithout 
k nowing w hat wages were to be paid. 
proDOsition was then made to oper­ 
ate the mines for ten days w ithout fix­ 
ing a {» rice and allow a board ot arbi­ 
trators to fix the price for that time. 
President 
Ratchford insisted that 
pothmg but a 
6ii-ceiit rate could poss­ 
ibly be accepted. 
The operators were 
firm, but the m iners were equally de­ 
termined. and ev ery argum ent of the 
mmeowners was m et by the m iners’ 
leaders. 
N either side would concede 
another point, and it was decided to 
end the conference.

Just before he got within 
range of Coffee’s line I beard a single 
rifle shot from a group of country carta 
we had been using, about 176 yards dis­ 
tant, and a moment thereafter I saw 
Pakenham reel and pitch out of his sad­ 
dle. 1 hav e always believ ed he fell from 
the bnllet of a freeman of color who 
was a famous rifle shot and oame from 
the Atakappas region of Louisiana. The 
second adv ance was precisely like the 
first in its ending. 
In fiv e v olleys the 
1,600 or nmre riflemen killed and 
wounded 2,117 British soldiers, two- 
thirds of them killed dead or mortally 
wounded. 
I did not know where Gen­ 
eral Pakenham was lying, or I should 
hav e sent to him or gone in person to 
offer any serv ice in my power to render. 
1 was told he liv ed two hours after 
be was fait. 
His wound was directly 
through the liv er and bowels. 
Gleueral 
Keene, I hear, was killed. 
They sent 
a flag to me, asking leav e to gather 
up their wounded and bury their dead, 
which, of course, I granted. I was told 
by a wounded officer that the rank and 
file absolutely refused to make a third 
eharge. ‘‘We hav e no chance with such 
shooting as these Americans do,” they 
said.

I was told 
by a wounded officer that the rank and 
file absolutely refused to make a third 
charge. “ We have no obanoe with such 
shooting as these Americans do,” they 
said.

▼« M« u Sow Bu ilding to Ply Betw« « n Now 
York mu d London. 
Arrangements have been completed 
for the establishment of a new transat­ 
lantic passenger and freight line of 
steamships between this port and Lon­ 
don, the operation of which is to be be­ 
gu n in the latter part of next jnou th. 
Five handsome and commodiou i steam­ 
ships, combining all the comforts of 
ocean vessels, are now bu ilding for the 
service. The corporation which is to 
control the line is English. At its bead 
are several of the best known and 
wealthiest shipping men of that cou n­ 
try, notably the Wilsons, Fnrness and 
Leyland, all of whom are now identi­ 
fied with several lines of vessels which 
tou ch at this port, Boston and Halifax. 
The capital stock of the company is 
£ 650,000. The representativtMi of the 
new line assert that It will pro\|^ one of 
the strongest in the Atlantic trade. 
At 
present the Atlantic Transport company 
has a strong hold on the freight carry­ 
ing bu siness from this port to London. 
A strong bid will be made for some of 
this trade by the new company, al­ 
thou gh it is promised that there will be 
DO rate cu tting. 
Over £ 100,000 ia being spent on the 
constru ction and fitting u p on each of 
the five steamships, which, the owners 
say, will prove to be modern ooean pal­ 
aces. They are not, however, oou stru ct- 
Ing with particu lar attention to speed. 
Rates for first class passage are to be 
maintained at between $50 and $75, 
which is expected to cu t into the bu si­ 
ness of the lines oontrolling the big 
ooean greyhou nda “ First class accom­ 
modations at loav psioes” ia the motto 
of the company. The title of the new 
ooncein is the Wilsons 
A Fu rness-In­ 
land line, London to New York. The 
vessels will dock at Pier 50, North 
River, where a new pier ia constru cting 
aoon which a dou ble deck stru ctu re 
will be bu ilt.

the latter. It remains to be seen wheth­ 
er the scheme does not constitute an in­ 
fringement of the international treaty 
which called into life and created the 
Kongo Free State convention, under the 
terms of which alone King Leopold 
holds possession of the Kongo valley. 


Belgium’s government, which owns 
all the railroads in the kingdom, 1ms 
put forward a curious defense for resist­ 
ing the claim for damages brought by 
the widow and orphan children of a 
merchant of the name of Lesaffre, who 
was killed in an accident oaused by a 
train running off the line near Bruges. 
The state argues that if the suit is based 
on the transport contract constituted by 
the railroad ticket, the heirs of the de­ 
ceased have no right to any other in 
demnity than that arising from “ the 
nonarrival of the merchandise at desti­ 
nation;” secondly, that M. Lesaffre, 
having been killed on the spot, was un­ 
able to will to his heirs an action for 
damages on account of suffering en­ 
dured; thirdly, that the heirs must ex­ 
plain the cause of the accident and 
prove satisfactorily where the state was 
at fault.

Our gas bill was only $140 last 
year.” 
"I would move that they furnish 200,• 
Ooo cubic feet of gas for public build­ 
ings,” said the doctor. 
The motion wats seconded by

Cain. 
"T h at amounts to $40. 
Is that the 
idea i asked Mr. Olnhausen. 
W e gave them power to furnish gas 
at $1.25 per thousand," said the doctor. 
"You can figure that at IO cents or $10 if 
I you w ant to. 
It is .200,000 feet of gas 
just the sam e.” 
Mr. Stew art remarked that by the 
price charged by the company, it would 
am ount to $25o, and it w’ould be la tte r 
for the company to fnrni-h the city 
w ith natural gas.

ira” by 
Frederick Wright, of 
Oberlin college. 
Superintendent Me- 
p or.ald, of Wellsv ille. introduced the 
f p^aker. who in part said : 
'•The Ohio riv er is one of the most 
v onderful sights one could see. On one 
lide of the riv er you will find large hills 
comi'Osed of rock and coal, and on the 
ether yon will find an exact duplicate. 
I hav e followed this wonderful stream 
fr( m Louisv ille up to its headwaters, 
the Allegheny and Monongahela, and I 
find the geological surv ey the same. 
Scpi*ose a riv er should be at work 1000 
vears scraping off one foot of its bed, in a 
million years it would scrape away 1000 
frft. East Liv erpool is built on a ter­ 
race of grav el about 120 feet abov e the 
riv^r. This grav el is a riv er deposit, and 
I found in it at the old cemetery 
►^.fcimensof grav el that cannot be found 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Hudson Bav . 
You would hav e to go 6 ,000 miles before 
jou could find a handful of grav el such 
you would find in this city. 
•‘What is wanterl in this city is a 
gwlogical museum. There is an excel- 
hnt opportunity offered by the ground 
I hav e just spoken of. In the yard of the 
West End sch<x)l I saw the largest 
grantie bowlder it has ev er been my 
lot to examine. I am told it was found 
iu the excav ation. The question that 
DOW presents itself is how did it get 
there. Steubenv ille and Martin’s Ferry 
are built on terraces like Liv erpool but 
the farther south you go the elev ation 
gT(>ws less. 
“ Glacier ice is an accumulation of ice, 
iicd is unlike that formed on the Ohio

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and other riv ers iu the winter season. 
Greenland is surrounded with this kind 
of ice. It is one to two miles thick and 
eight and nine thousand feet in height. 
The entire island is surrounded by thi.s 
wonderful w’aste of snow. 
Ice has mo­ 
tion. J u.^it as cool far and thick molasses, 
it flows. Take a large piece of ice, sus­ 
pend it at the ends, and within a short 
time you will find it giv ing in the center. 
This is an experiment that has often 
been successfully tried. No one sup- 
IKised KM) years ago that ice mov es as it 
dcH s. In going to Greenland one comes 
in contact with hundreds of icebergs. 
These mountains of ice are only pieces 
of ice glaciers from that northern island. 
We find that these bowlders of which I 
speak are numerous in the northern part 
of the country, and I hav e often gone 
many miles to see and admire a large 
bowlder. Large bowlders are found in 
Illinois, Kentucky and Ohio. They can 
be traced from where they now lie to 
other places. 
While in Canada I se­ 
cured specimens of granite bowlders, 
and took them to my school. The schol­ 
ars were giv en an excursion and asked 
to find, if possible, one to match those in 
the school. So far 30 duplicates hav e 
l>een secured. This prompts the sayings 
of 
the 
Canadian 
geologist.s 
that 
the granite bowlders found in Ohio 
came from Canada thousands of years 
^ 0. The nigger head is another name 
that is applied to the large black 
bowlders in the southern part of this 
rtate. They are rightly called granite. 
Carbondale in lower Illinois is the most 
southern point where these granite 
bowlders are found. 
Lecturing in Ne­ 
braska a few years ago I found the foun­ 
dation of a school house built of bowlders 
that had no busiiieas being in the state. 
But they were found there after being 
brought from the ice formed in the Sioux 
Falls in Dakota. 
“ In the city of Oberlin the mud when 
i^tirred up is not less than 76 feet deep. 
That is to say you will hav e to dig this 
far before you can find solid rock. This 
38 caused by the theory I spoke of in the 
hi’^t part of the lecture. 
“ Attheheadw’aters of Beav er riv er you 
^11 find some wonderful glacial deposits. 
These deposits are hundreds of feet deep. 
In the Illinois, Kanawha and other v al­ 
leys there can be seen today marks of 
ancient floods, and th^e marks are only 
bowlders. 
‘Theories respecting the causes of the 
Fiacial epoch fall in two classes, styled 
comical and the terrestial. 
Among 
! 
latter theories are included the fol- 
owing: That the gliicial penod is due 
0 a decrease in the original heat of the 
P anet; to the shifting of the polar axis; 
a former penod of greater moisture of 


the atmosphere : to changes in the dis­ 
tribution of land and water ; to the 
elev ation of 
the lands in northern 
Europe and America to a higher lev el 
than that now occupied. What was the 
’cause of the glacial periodV The first 
answ'er has frequently been, “ That is 
; none of our business’’ still it is by the 
interpretation of facts that camses are 
* discov ered, and the collection of facts 
concerning 
the glaciation of North 
America 
has adv anced so 
rapidly 
the past few years that it is now high 
time to consider more fully their mean­ 
ing and discuss the subject anew if for 
no other reason than for the sake of 
finding out how little is known about 
it.

‘ fide of the river you will find large hills 
composed of rock and coal, and on the 
( thor yon will find an exact duplicate. 
I have followed this wonderful stream 
fi in Louisville up to its headwaters, 
the Allegheny and Monongahela, and I 
flu! the geological survey the same. 
Supine a river should be at work KXM) 
yt- .irs scraping off one foot of its bed, in a 
million years it would scrape away 1000 
feet. East Liverpool is built Ona ter­ 
race of gravel about 120 feet above the 
river. This gravel is a river deposit, aud 
I found in it at the old cemetery 
fpecimens of gravel that cannot be found 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Hudson Bav. 
You would have to go 5,000 miles before 
you could find a handful of gravel such 
a** you would find in this city. 
• What is wanted in this city is a 
geological museum. There is an excel­ 
lent opportunity offered by the ground 
I have just spoken of. In the yard of the 
West End school I saw the largest 
gruntle bowlder it has ever been my 
lot to examine. I am told it was found 
in the excavation. The question that 
now presents itself is how’ did it get 
there. Steubenville and Martin’s Ferry 
{ire built on terraces like Liverpool but 
the farther south you go the elevation 
grows less. 
“Glacier ice is an accumulation of ice, 
and is unlike that formed on the Ohio 
and other rivers in the winter season. 
Greenland is surrounded with this kind 
of ice. It is one to tw’o miles thick and 
eight and nine thousand feet in height. 
The entire island is surrounded by this 
wonderful waste of enow. Ice has mo­ 
tion. Just as cool tar and thick molasses, 
it flows. Take a large piece of ice, .sus­ 
pend it at the ends, and within a short 
time you will find it giving iii th**center. 
This is an experiment that has often 
been ‘•uccessfully tried. No one sup­ 
p e d IOO years ago that ice moves as it 
do* s. In going to Greenland one comes 
in contact with hundreds of icebergs. 
These mountains of ice are only pieces 
of ice glaciers from that northern island 
We find that these bowlders of which I 
f-peak are numerous in the northern part 
of the country, and I have often gone 
ninny miles to see and admire a large 
bowlder. Large bowiders are found in 
Illinois, Kentucky and Ohio. They eau 
be traced from where they now lie to 
other places. While in Canada I se­ 
cured specimens of granite bowlders, 
and took them to my school. The schol­ 
ars were given an excursion and asked 
to find, if possible, one to match those in 
the school. So far 30 duplicates have 
been secured. This prompts the sayings 
of 
the 
Canadian 
geologists that 
the granite bowlders found iii Ohio 
came from Canada thousands of years 
ago. The nigger head is another name 
that is applied to the large black 
bowlders in the southern part of this 
state. They are rightly called granite. 
Carbondale in lower illinois is the most 
southern point where these granite 
bowlders are found. Lecturing in Ne­ 
braska a few years ago I found the foun­ 
dation of a school house built of bowlders 
that had no business being in the state. 
B ut they were found there after being 
brought from the ice formed in the Sioux 
balls in Dakota. 
In the city of Oberlin the mud when 
stirred up is not less than 75 feet deep. 
I hat is to say you will have to dig this 
far before you can find solid rock. This 
8 caused by the theory I spoke of in the 
r't part of the lecture. 
At the headwaters of Beaver river you 
^11 find some wonderful glacial deposits. 
1 lese deposits are hundreds of feet deep.

What was the 
cause of the glacial period? The first 
answer has frequently been, “That it 
none of our business’’ still it is by the 
interpretation of facts that causes are 
discovered, and the collection of facts

has advanced so 
rapidly 
the past few years that it is now high 
I time to consider more fully their mean­ 
ing and discuss the subject anew if for J 
no other reason than for the sake of 
finding out how little is known about 
it.
